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FINAL RESULTS, 1973 QCWA QSO PARTY: 


The following tabulation is the final, official result of the 1973 QCWA 
QSO Party. This has been a hard one, and an explanation of some of the 
scoring procedure used is in order. Two areas of possible trouble will 
be noted. The December, 1972 Newsletter stated that each foreign (DX) 
country contacted by Continental U. S. QCWA members would be counted as 
a multiplier 2. Multiple contacts to any one Country do not add to the 
multiplier, only to the contact total. This is consistant with scoring 
policy in the past, dealing with states, provinces, and so on. It seems 
that no matter how much you try to forsee problems, some will escape to 
haunt . The case in point concerns KV4AA and KY4AB. The Rules gave 
two multiplier points to U, S. stations for Puerto Rico, Hawaii, Alaska 
and the Virgin Islands. So, if you contacted KV4AA alone, you received 
a multiplier of 2, but if you contacted KV4AB alone, you were given the 
multiplier of 4 - 2 for ¥.I. and 2 for a QCWA Officer contact. We were 
very careful to get these correct. For better or worse we have finally 
reached an agreement as to scores. Your scoring Committee consisted of 
Barney Moffatt, W5SCJZ; Walter Wiederhald, W50GZ and Ted Heithecker,W5EJ 


Tne foliowing tabulation lists a series of numbers from which you might 
reconstruct the scoring of each QC¥A member entering a Log in the Party 
For the purpose of {]lustration we will take the entry for No. 1, W3IN.

was VESP in 1916. He was forced to 
write after noticing that the Metro 
Chapter was featuring Jack Poppele, 
of Station WOR fame. Brad recalis 
he used to listen to WOR {2AJB) in 
the 1920's while his ship was held 
up in the "Narrows" awaiting a turn 
at docking. The following quote is 
directly from Brads" letter: "Having 
first been a ham back in 1914 up at 
Putnam, Conn. {i can never forgetthe 
Golden Age of amateur radio.in 1916 
when [ became licensed as "IESP" I 
bought a .5 kW spark xmtr from aguy 
living in Providence. His ad had 
appeared in Electrical Experimenter 
magazine and he shipped it to me in 
a barrel with lots of packing in it 
There were Leyden jars from off the 
Nantucket Shoais Lightship together 
with the transmitting key and .5 kW 
transmformer. There was also a fb 
oscillation transformer. 1 lived 
across the street from a two story 
office building at 56 Elm Street in 
Putnam. There was = small room up 
on the roof which I rented for « $1 
ner month, where I had my ham radio 


Station. Or. Adams jet me tap his 
light meter as long as I paid for 
his meter rent, which was $) every 


month, Hi. He wes interested in my 
scientific endeavor so that was why 
he was $0 generous. [ got the rig 
ready, but without a “kick-back" on 
the AC line. I opened up on a busy 
Saturday night when the clothes es- 
tablishment on the ground-floor had 
customers in it. I hit the key and 
blew the fuses which put the cioth- 
ing store in complete darkness. The 
owner wes a Jewish centieman named 
Diamond and believe me he got hop- 
ping mad. { calmned him down when 
i replaced the fuses pronto, and I 
stayed off the air until I was able 
to install a “kick-back preventer," 
Hr, Diamond sold good merchandise | 
bought a nice suit of clothes from 
him later on. Yep, those were sure 
the good old daze! Will close with 
a very 73 - Brad." We want to say 
that stores like these we need, and 
Thank You, Brad! 


Francis E, Wandy, WIBDE, well known 
for his Official ARRL work wrote a 
fine letter from which excepts and 
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and quotations have been taken as 
needed: FEH recounts the great day 
when time was spent reading the E&I 
an¢ Wn B, Buck catalogs, galena and 
qutter-pipe listening, £lectrical-- 
Experimenter, M. B. Sleeper, Tesla 
coils, haneycombs, kick-back effect 
on open house wiring, Francis told 
of the mix-up in call-signs issued, 
in the 1920-1921 period, Onw here 
in Texas I just looked un the first 
date showing FEH and find him shown 
in the Dnt ef Commerce 1921 issue,, 
FEH used the AUGUSTA spark rig with 
a 3/4 KW Thordarson, and it had 500 
mile range. Some of his tandmark 
moments included working TUL & FACO 
in Rath, Maine (30 miles), The Aud- 
iotron with 2 filaments, with 2 bar 
magnet near it te enhance the sen- 
sitivity enough to hear the eighth 
and ninth distric stations, The 
thrill of demonstrating the miracle 
of early voice and music stations-- 
all part of the glory of the time, 
"I left for school at Nrono in 1921 
at the time vacuum tubes were about 
to take over. It took time to get 
Amateurs convinced that 200 meters 
was not 220, and much time to move 
operations from 155 to 120 on down 
to 100 meters." The do-it-yourself 
problems were trememdous. FEN was 
able to get Westinghouse to make a 
snecial “joan” of 250 watters, for 
Thesis work...only to find no money 
for a filament supply which made it 
necessary to hand-wind, with No. 00 
wire, a transfoymer,.and the 48-jar 
borax lead-aluminum rectifier which 
took up all spare space in a small 
dormitory room. And then, the full 
power (1 kW tubes) which required a 
special treatment to increase volt- 
age ratinaos on tuning capacitors in 
the rigs.
